Speedy and Sure Justice 
London cables report that great surprise was ex­ 
pressed by various members of the American dele­ 
gation there in connection with the five-power na­ 
val conference over the shortness of time which 
elapsed between the discovery of tho swindle by 
which Charles Ha try and ids four companions bilked 
British investors in securities out of S22.000 pounds 
and the date of his sentence. 
Hatry was given three sentences to run concurrent­ 
ly, aggregating twenty-one years—-one of fourteen 
years, the maximum for forgery; ono of five years 
for defrauding, and one of two years for conspiracy. 
Throe of his companions were given lesser sentences 
and the fourth, an Italian, escaped trial and sen­ 
tence, by fleeing to Italy, where he is safe from 
extradition. 
The five attempt! d a great merger which, had it 
gone through, would have made them masters of the 
British steel industry. Seeing that the merger was 
likely to fail, owing to lack of funds with which to 
handle it, they resorted to the issuing of fraudulent 
trustee stocks of which they disposed aud realized 
thereon 822,000 pounds as stated. 
Over here months probably would have elapsed 
between the starting of the investigation and the 
calling up of the m atter for trial, and it would 
probably have dragged along in the court for many 
months more, and possibly for years. In England 
the time elapsed between tho commission of the 
crimes and the pronouncing of sentences was but a 
few weeks, and action Is final. 
The difference in tile methods of the procedure 
over there and here at home is this. In England the 
aim of the court is to see that justice is done alike 
to the people, as represented by the government, 
and to the accused. Care Is exercised that injustice 
la not done tho accused, but at the same time be is 
not permitted any advantage over the public which 
he has offended. His advocates may invoke the law 
in his behalf, but they are not permitted to evade 
it through technicalities as is tho case over here. 
That’s the situation. The English practice is to en­ 
force Urn law; tile American practice is to seek 
to evade it, and subterfuges almost without end are 
employed by attorneys here which would not be 
tolerated for a moment there, 


The Silver Lining 
Through the dark clouds of senatorial action on 
the tariff bi’.! has broken a gleam of silver. We re­ 
fer to the amendment which forbids tho grant of 
special privileges in the examination of baggage 
to persons subject to the payment of customs duty. 
The specific application is, of course, to senators 
and congressmen, who have hitherto enjoyed the 
right jf .ree entry. Several cases enjoying wide 
publicity havf aided in forcing action in this matter. 
The privilege was rescinded not only because it 
was grossly abused on numerous occasions, but 
e- 
cause it I foreign to the basic principles ou which 
the government was founded. Equal privilege to all 
Is a much overworked phrase but i: is a powerful 
weapon when. brought into play at the right mo­ 
ment. It is a safe guarantee against snobbishness, 
the bane of any government. 
Before tho new provision is enacted into law, 
however, it Is permissible to hope that it will be ren­ 
dered somewhat more elastic than. it appears to be 
In its present form. Few will disagree with its cate­ 
gorical denial of free entry, except to diplomats, 
but there is ,a possibility for argument in its fail­ 
ure to provide freedom of the port to incoming pas­ 
sengers in distress Citizens who may be in need 
of hospital attention, who are accompanying the 
body of a friend or relative or who are returning 
borne in response to 
n urgent message should be 
accommodated with immediate attention. There can 
be no possible objection to the extension of that 
courtesy. 
Legislation of this nature is more interesting than 
• summary interest in tho question might indicate, 
because it demonstrates that equality is a powerful, 
living ideal in American government, infringements 
upon it are quickly resented and usually punished.

WONDERS OF EASTER ISLAND. 
The expedition lo the South Pacific of Eldridge 
it. Johnson, of Moorestown, New Jersey, on a steam 
yacht, now building, to cost 11,500,000 will pay spe­ 
cial attention to the mysteries of Easter island 
They have battled the archaeologists, who still won­ 
der how tho atone houses, semi pyramidal cairns, 
towers, cisterna and statues were built in a long- 
past age, who were the builders and what became of 
them. 
The relics are often grotesque whether they 
have been cast down or still eland almost imper­ 
vious to sea logs and storm. 
Mr. Johnson will take with him a large party of 
scientists, and whether they discover anything new 
or not, they will have a memorable cruise among 
l’acific Isles' under sumptuous conditions of quar­ 
ters and fure. 
One purpose of the enterprise will 
be to find nil Island ‘‘not yet looted.” 
It may be 
doubted whether most of the islands have ever been 
worth spoliation. 
Many are reefs and atolls, where 
only seabirds and lizards could find a subsistence. 
The souvenir hunter has, of course, been busy on 
Easter island, hut there is still u wealth of curious 
material left. 
IL J. Braunholtz, assistant keeper of ceramics and 
ethnography of the British museum, has come to 
some interesting conclusions about Easter island re­ 
mains and those 
who designed 
and constructed 
them. 
He says that statutes were cut from the volcano 
ash of ltano-Karaku, a mountain at tile northeast 
end of the island. 
Stone chisels were used. 
Some 
of the heaviest pieces weighed fifty tons, and the 
means of moving them about has never been ex­ 
plained. 
The forty-eight houses in the "village” of 
Drongo are unlike anything known elsewhere in 
Polynesia. 
Ancestors of the present inhabitants— 
now numbering 250—built them. The date of the ear­ 
liest Bet tier’s arrival he makes in the fourteenth 
century. 
The exact meaning Of symbols engraved 
on tablets is probably lost beyond recovery. 
The 
door is left open to Mr. Johnson’s ’scientific guests.
